Barth celebrates heritages 


Last October 19th, some Romu¬ 
lus High students encountered a veiy 
morbid scene in a boy's bathroom, 
the head of a dog floating in a toilet, 
and five days later, an eyeball found 
in the basin of a drinking fountain. 

Last week, Romulus police 
charged a Romulus High student 
with animal cruelty, animal torture, 
and causing a disturbance in a high 
school. 

Since the incident, police and 
school authorities had been keeping 
tabs on the boy, in large part due to 
some poems he had written and 
drawings he had done, depicting vio¬ 
lence and death. Teachers suspected 
the individual almost immediately 
because of the things he had written 
and drawn. 

One poem in particular talks 
about snapping necks, and the flow 
of blood. His drawings show people 
dismembered by knifes, or heads 
blown off with a shotgun. 

The suspect’s mother believes that 
the youth's problems with drugs and 
some boys he had been hanging 
around with were responsible for her 
son's behavior. She said it was "a

bored" The youth did tell police that 
he was high at the time of the crime. 

A neighbor believes that the 
youth is a good kid, telling reporters 
that all boys have problems when 
they are teenagers, but other neigh¬ 
bors, declining to be identified in the 
press, state that the youth has caused 
many problems in the community 
and they were not surprised. 

Romulus police have charged on¬ 
ly one suspect with the crime. 

The Romulus High sophmore is 
being held at juvenile detention facil¬ 
ity on a $12,000 cash bond. His par¬ 
ents cannot afford to have him re¬ 
leased. Prosecutors will be seeking 
to have the boy sentenced as an adult 
if he is convicted due to the nature of 
his crime.

46 Romulus homes 
to get sound control 


Adjacent airport properties 
poised for development

Some call Romulus the next “Can¬ 
ton” as developers, taking a cue from 
the new McNamara terminal, believe 
it is time to move forward with plans 
that have set idle for years. 

Of course the biggest planned de¬ 
velopment is the Pinnacle Project, a 
1200-acre county-owned project in 
Romulus and Huron Townshin. Thp 
County has spent million of dollars to 
buy vacant land south of the airport. 

And in Wayne County Circuit 
Court, last December, Judge Michael 
Sapala ruled in favor of the county’s 
ability to condemn land for the pro¬ 
ject. Several landowners, who had 
their property condemned, had taken 
the County to court. They are prepar¬ 
ing an appeal. 

Wayne County hopes to sell pieces 
of the land to developers who will 
build offices, light industrial, retail, ho¬ 
tels and a golf course. The project is 
expected to take ten years to complete. 

Romulus old-timers are all too-fa- 
miliar with Metro World, the pro¬ 
posed Llwyd Ecclestone development 
that has been sitting on the drawing 
board for more than a 16 years, de¬ 
spite having roads and other infra¬ 
structure improvements made by tax¬ 
payer’s money. 


Just recently, Grand Sakwa Proper¬ 
ties, which held an option on the 600- 
acre Metro World, decided against de¬ 
veloping the property. Now Cushman 
and Wakefield has been hired by Ec¬ 
clestone to find a buyer for the vacant 
property at the northwest comer of I- 
94 and Vining Road. 

A small slice of Metro World was 
sold a couple of years ago to Nemer 
Property Group. Measuring 80 acres 
in size, the oroiect called Vining Park, 
will encompass 400,000 square feet of 
office, technology and commercial 
space. A hotel is also planned. But 
Nemer, like others, is still waiting for 
the right time to break ground. 

Nemer does, however have plans 
to break ground soon on a second 
building at their Aeroplex site at Har¬ 
rison and Hildebrandt roads. A 
300,000-square-foot building already 
exists at this location. 

A 311-acre parcel called the Ro¬ 
mulus Corporate Center, at Smith and 
Vining roads is expected to reach the 
permitting stage soon. Owned by Ko- 
jaian Cos., the City expects docu¬ 
ments to include office, technology 
and logistics space. 

Ready to open this November is a 
new high-end hotel. Dubbed the West- 
in Detroit Metropolitan Airport, the 
hotel is expected to have 404 rooms. 

And, finally, a project on Pennsyl¬ 


vania Road, between Inkster and Mid- 
dlebelt promises to be one of the sin¬ 
gle-family developments Romulus 
has experienced. The 97-acre site co¬ 
owned by nation-wide homebuilder, 
Centex Homes and the Highland De¬ 
velopment Co., the project will break 
ground this spring. 

Projected to be built are 209 single¬ 
family homes, 224 condominiums 
and 18,000 square feet of professional 
offices for doctors and dentists.

Wayne County plans to bid work 
for 46 homes in Romulus that have 
been designed for sound control within 
the next 4 to 6 weeks. These homes 
are unfinished and are ready for sound 
treatments. 

Along with these plans are 134 
homes listed as needing acoustical im¬ 
provement design and insulation. They 
are scheduled to be worked on in June 
of this year. According to Scott Roberts 
of the Wayne County Residential 
Sound Insulation Program, "If all goes 
well, construction would take place 
late summer or early fall." 

The county has had trouble in the 
past finding qualified contractors to do 
quality work in the homes needing 
sound control. 

As for the new airport authority, it is 
not expected to affect the county's ef¬ 
forts in the Noise Mitigation Program 
but may affect the way future com¬ 
plaints are handled

Senate Bill 690 was approved by 
Michigan legislature in late February. 

The bill allows the authority to run 
Metro Airport as well as Willow Run 
in Van Buren Township. Wayne Coun¬ 
ty legislation will no longer have con¬ 
trol over the airport when the bill takes 
affect Both the Romulus and Detroit 
City Council opposed the bill.

Money stash®! all ower the house 


Convicted

Someone apparently knew that 
convicted felon Mireon Eugene Hill 
stashed away large amounts of 
drugs and cash at a house at 26367 
South River Park Drive in Inkster. 

That someone reportedly broke 
into Hill’s residence, found the 
cash and the drugs, but in doing so 
also triggered an alarm. The bur¬ 
glar - or burglars - made a quick re¬ 
treat. 

When police responded to the

house on South River Park Drive 
they could not believe what they 
saw. United States currency was 
strewn throughout the house. Po¬ 
lice immediately contacted 22nd 
District Judge Sylvia James to se¬ 
cure a warrant to search the house. 

When the law enforcement 
team went back and completed 
their task, they found more than 
$80,000 in cash, a large amount of 
marijuana, a cache of weapons and 
ammunition, jewelry, and other 
valuables, used they believe in ex¬ 
change for controlled substances. 


And when Hill showed up to 
“see what was going on”, he was ar¬ 
rested and later charged for pos¬ 
session of weapons, possession of 
a controlled substance, and as a 
convicted felon, also was charged 
as a habitual offender. 

If convicted the defendant may 
spend the rest of his years incarcer¬ 
ated in a state prison. 

Inkster Police Chief Terry Col¬ 
well said that the department was 
continuing its investigation. 

“Our officers discovered cash all 
over the house,” Colwell said. “We 


don’t know how much, if anything, 
the intruders got. We’re trying to 
put all of the pieces together.. 

According to an Inkster police 
report, when officers arrived at the 
house on South River Park Drive 
they found a side door had been 
forced opened. Officers began 
checking the house for suspects, 
and while doing so they observed a 
large bundle of money on the steps 
leading to the upstairs bedroom. 

Upon further investigation, 
more money, weapons and sus¬ 
pected marijuana was discovered. 


Officers then contacted Judge 
James to obtain a search war¬ 
rant. 

When the search of the house 
resumed, police officers found mar¬ 
ijuana in one of the bedrooms. A 
black Ruger 9 mm handgun, three 
long guns, more cash was found in 
a plastic garbage bag in a closet. 

During the search, police also 
came upon two safes which were 
located in another bedroom. Upon 
opening what is described as a 
country safe, police recovered a 
Lorkin 380 caliber handgun and a 


Taurus 357 Magnum revolver, along 
with a credit card. 

Officers conducted a field test of 
the suspected marijuana and the 
test proved positive. 

According to the police report, a 
total of $81,645 was seized from the 
house, and $833 was confiscated 
from the defendant during the 
booking process. 

Police compiled a three page list 
of the property seized at the sus¬ 
pected drug-dealer’s house. 

Hill was scheduled for a court 
hearing yesterday. 


She defended her country lost her battle t© cancer 


Scharmane Daliz Wilder served 
her country, defended her from shore- 
to-shore, and lost her battle recently 
to cancer 

“We’re so proud of Scharmane,” 
says her mother “She should be re¬ 
membered as a proud and brave sol¬ 
dier; a model for all of us.” 

Sgt. Sergeant Wilder was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer in 1996. Af¬ 
ter a lengthy and brave fight against 
the dreaded disease, she died on Oc¬ 
tober 15,2001, at the Veteran’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Detroit. 

During her tour of military duty, 
Staff Sgt. Wilder served in the Honor 
Guard and received countless awards 
and commendations for her excellent 
performance. She loved her profes¬ 
sion and took pride in her many ac¬ 
complishments. She was especially 
proud of her numerous successful ex¬ 
periences mentoring new enlistees. 

Scharmane graduated from Ro¬ 
mulus High School in 1982. In 1986, 
she enlisted in the USAF. Prior to en¬ 
listing she attended Northern and 
Oakland Community Colleges and 
obtained an Associate’s Degree. 

Sgt. Wilder also completed her 
Bachelor’s Degree in nursing at St. 
Petersburg College in Tampa, Florida 


and she served as Immunization 
Nurse at MacDill AFB there. That 
she was beloved by her patients and 
co-workers is a testament to her kind, 
caring, loving and compassionate 
spirit. 

A person with multiple talents and 
interest, Wilder also was a member of 
New Life Tabernacle in Tampa and 
was very actively-involved in its min¬ 
istry. She volunteered her nursing ser¬ 
vices there by instructing classes in 
health care, and being the physical fit¬ 
ness buff that she was, as an aerobics 
instructor. 

In addition, she was always ready 
and willing to counsel fellow church 
members about their health con¬ 
cerns. 

She loved to participate in good, 
clean competition Her dynamic, out¬ 
going personality, combined with her 
talents and skills and her outstanding 
inner and outer beauty, caused her to 
be the recipient of many awards, 
prizes and certificates of achieve¬ 
ments.. 

And Scharmane loved animals, es¬ 
pecially cats and kittens, and when 
visiting her home one could always 
expect to be greeted by several of 
them. 


She was truly a ‘for real” person 
and those who knew her loved her as 
she loved - unconditionally. 

The cancer came as a sudden and 
unexpected shock. 

It did not stop her. 

Scharmane got herself together, 
started her treatments and carried on 
with her life. She continued with her 
duties and her relations, her hobbies 
and all the things in life she loved. 

She was a true patriot and was de¬ 
termined to continue her Air Force 
career for as long as she possibly 
could. 

Determined to carry on, Sgt. 
Wilder did her job. It was not until 
mid-2001, that she was forced to re¬ 
tire because of her illness. She died on 
Oct. 15, 2001. She was 37 years old. 
There is a huge void in the world 
where Sgt. Wilder once stood. But 
she will forever live in the hearts and 
memories of those who loved her: 
Parents Clara Myree and Emmett

Window on Wayne 


Luring business 
to Village 

Business is the life and death of 
many communities as we know 
them. Without it, a city can decay, 
crumble and eventually collapse and 
become a “ghost town”; with it, a vil¬ 
lage can thrive. 

It was like that back in 1887 when 
a citizens improvement committee of 
10 Village ofWfeyne residents were ap¬ 
pointed to attract a m^jor manufac¬ 
turing company to the Village of 
Wayne. 

The Village residents felt Wayne 
was ready for industries and was a 
well-suited place for a business to es¬ 
tablish itself 

The Michigan Central Railroad 
was running east and west through 
the Village and the Flint and Mar¬ 
quette Railroad was running north 
and south through the Village of 
Vfeyne. 

Wayne stood at the crossroads of 
greatness, even back then. 

The Village of Wayne had pur¬ 
chased land next to the Michigan 
Central Railroad and Sophia Street 
(2002 Elizabeth Street) in Januaiy of 
1888 for the purpose of establishing a 
manufacturing company in the Vil¬ 
lage. 

In 1881, Mr. Fayette Prouty and 
Mr. John S. Glass started manufac¬ 
turing Carriages and Sleighs in the 
City of Detroit. 

Prouty and Glass agreed to move 
to W&yne and purchased the land on 
Sophia Street from the Village of 
Wayne in 1888. 

By the spring of 1889 a building 
was up and the company was mak¬ 
ing Carriages and Sleighs in the Vil¬ 
lage of Wayne. With 50 employees 
and a weekly payroll of $500. In a 
short time, due to recession (and, yes, 
they had them back then, too) the 
company faltered, but was saved by 
local Wayne men, who came to the 
company and reincorporated. 

After reincorporating, Mr. George 
H. Stellwagen became president; Mr 
James R Hosie, SteDwageris partner 
in the Wayne Savings Bank, became 
Treasurer Hosie also was in the grain 
and wool business. Mr William Prouty, 
son of Fhyette Prouty, became Secre¬ 
tary and General Manager 



The Board of Directors was made 
up of Mr. Jacob Stellwagen, Mr. Au¬ 
gustus Stellwagen, brothers to 
George and Peter R Wilson. 

Mr Augustus Stellwagen followed 
his brother as President of the com¬ 
pany, Brother Jacob who was Presi¬ 
dent until the company closed in 1915 
followed Augustus. 

The brass name plate of Prouty 
and Glass became esteemed across 
the United States with Prouty and 
Glass the largest manufactures of 
Sleights in the U.S. The factory had 
been enlarged and employed 150 
men with a weekly payroll of $1,500. 
The men were paid $1 per day and 
there were profitable investment for 
Stockholders. 

In 1915, with the Automobile on 
the road, the Prouty and Glass Com¬ 
pany went out of business, and the 
land, the buildings, the tools and fur¬ 
niture to Harroun Automobiles. 

The Prouty & Glass Company 
Comet Band gave in-the-park con¬ 
certs and ad also performed on Bob- 
Lo and Sugar Island. 

In the winter; the Carriage Makers’ 
Ball was held in Wayne and residents 
flocked to enjoy themselves. 

The Prouty & Glass Company 
housed Wayne’s first first engine for 
several years. 

I hope you eryoy these glimpses of 
our past. They are, after all, the vehi¬ 
cles that brought us here today.

P-C board plays hooky from liwersity symposium 



diversity last Monday at New Hope Missionary Church in

Plymouth-Canton school board 
members and Superintendent Kath¬ 
leen Booher were no shows at a re¬ 
cent diversity symposium. 

The board had been invited by dis¬ 
trict resident Jerry Gaines, a member 
of the New Hope Missionary Church, 
to attend the two-hour program on 
March 11 at the church. 

Pastor Virgil Humes, founder of 
MAM, which stands for Modeling and 
Mentoring, believes that the Ply¬ 
mouth-Canton district would have 
benefited from the seminar which in¬ 
structs educators how to teach stu¬ 
dents to have respect for one another 
and for adults. 

“Our program encourages young 
people to be good citizens in their 
community and in their schools,” said 
Humes. “We want to help reach out to 
students who are at risk or have po¬ 
tential for at risk behavior and edu¬ 
cate them as to how to live together 
as a community.” 

Humes believes that Plymouth has 
made some strides in adopting diver¬ 
sity policies, such as allowing students 
to have the day off on Martin Luther 
King Day, but noted that although 
the district gave the students the day

off they Med to declare it a holiday, 
and did not allow staff to take the day 
off 

Humes recognized that the district 
held a program that day for diversity 
training for teachers and administra¬ 
tion, but believed the district would 


have been better served to declare it a 
holiday for all, making the instruction 
voluntary instead. 

Although the district has a seven- 
percent minority populatioa Humes 
maintains that that diversity is not re¬ 
flected in either the school board, ad¬ 


ministration, or within the teaching 
faculty. 

‘There are nine hundred teachers, 
and perhaps seven or eight African- 
American teachers among them,” he 
said. 

His concern about the district was 


due to a letter published by a student 
in 2001 in the Plymouth-Canton 
school newspaper about Black Histo¬ 
ry Month. 

Humes said that the letter gave 
rise to potential violence and angered 
a lot of African American parents and 
students. 

Since then, Humes and parents 
have come together to do what they 
can to work with the community and 
to invite diversity into the district. 

“There has been a little progress, 
but not a lot, not significant at all,” 
said Humes. 

The program is also working with 
other school districts around the 
country encouraging them to reflect 
the diversity that is part of districts 
across America. 

Humes was concerned that board 
members from Plymouth-Canton are 
not taking the process seriously 
enough. 

“If we’re going to make this pro¬ 
gram really work, if you’re really seri¬ 
ous about having this program work 
in the school system, we need to come 
out of our comfortable cushioned 
seats and get out in the community 
ourselves,” he said. 

He also said the way the Ply¬ 
mouth-Canton community was twen¬ 
ty years ago is not the way it is today

‘It has changed tremendously,” he 
said. 

Humes wants the school board 
and teaching staff to reflect the dis¬ 
trict’s minority population.

‘We want to bring it to pass that 
MAM contributes to issues involving 
diversity and cultural awareness. 
We’re standing up and saying here we 
are, hear our voice.”

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Imendment to limit vendor 
contributions worthy of support 


Now along comes Jim Netter, Wayne resi¬ 
dent who proudly wears the title of the only per¬ 
son to succeed at amending a city charter in a 
long long time (Netter championed the ballot is¬ 
sue in the City of Wayne that changed the char¬ 
ter to elect the mayor — it passed by a substan¬ 
tial margin). 

Netter’s new cause, which is one that old 
friend and former prosecutor George Ward is 
also backing, is an amendment that severely 
curtails campaign contributions from people 
doing business with the county. 

And in light of all the crazy contracts that 
have been let at Metro Airport, I’ve got to say 
this appears to be a great cause to get behind. 

In a letter to the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners, the Netter and Ward group 
said, “As residents and taxpayers of Wayne 
County, we are very concerned about the grow¬ 
ing evidence that county contracts were award¬ 
ed without competitive bids, on rigged bids, 
without approval of the county’s legislative 
body, and without proper administrative over¬ 
sight, and that millions of dollars of public 
funds were wasted by county officials.” 

“We believe,” the letter continues, “it’s way 
past time for a strong ethics provision for the 
safeguarding of public funds.” 

A key provision of the proposal is to limit 
those doing business with the county to a com¬ 
bined $500 per year in contribution to any one 
officeholder or candidate. Currently, the law 
reads that one can contribute up to $3,400 per 
four-year cycle to any county candidate. 

Ward one point out, however, that that figure 
is actually much higher when you add contribu- 



tions from 
spouses, chil¬ 
dren, parents, 
etc. “It is al¬ 
most unlimit¬ 
ed,” Ward 
claims. 

One can contribute as much as he wants, he 
just can’t do business with the county if he 
chooses to go over the $500 limit, explained 
Ward. “Our intent is to eliminate a species of 
bribery at the county level by deterring inbreed¬ 
ing between contractors and officeholders. 
What’s been going on here isn’t healthy,” said 
Ward. 

One only has to look to the top county posi¬ 
tion — county executive, where Ed McNama¬ 
ra’s machine has made a science out of shaking 
down airport vendors to contribute to his, or his 
friends’ campaign coffers. Shooters like Tony 
Soave or Collin Meathe pour thousands of dol¬ 
lars into the McNamara campaign of the mo¬ 
ment, whether it be Kwame Kilpatrick, Mike 
Duggan or Jennifer Granholm. If you’re a Mc¬ 
Namara buddy, you can count on his vendors fi¬ 
nancing a good part of your campaign. 

This amendment would put a stop to these 
shakedowns. That alone, is probably too fright¬ 
ening of a prospect for the County Commission 
to put it on the ballot. Netter, for one will be un¬ 
deterred. With title in one hand and petitions in 
another he plans to collect the 50,000 signatures 
necessary to get it on the ballot — commis¬ 
sion’s help or not. If you see on the streets, I 
hope you’ll give serious consideration to adding 
your name in support. 


Airport reformed for the worse 


Several weeks ago in this column, 
readers were cautioned to beware of 
politicians claiming to be bringing 
about ‘‘reform” The bill (SB690) re¬ 
garding control of the Detroit Metro 
Airport, passed by the state legisla¬ 
ture and signed by the governor last 
week, is a perfect example. 

What started out to be the cre¬ 
ation of a board to review airport 
contracts ended up establishing an 
“authority” that will take over com¬ 
plete control of the airport. The au¬ 
thority will comprise seven mem¬ 
bers, all appointed The governor will 
appoint two, the Wayne County 
Commission will appoint one and 
the County Executive will appoint 
four (a majority). All actions and 
policies at the airport will only re¬ 
quire the approval of a simple major¬ 
ity (four) of the seven Authority 
members. 

The impetus for the legislature’s 
action resulted from a two-year in¬ 
vestigation by a select committee of 
house and senate members. The 
committee found egregious (and 
perhaps criminal) abuses in the 
awarding and administration of con¬ 
tracts at the aiiport. 

While the legislation was heralded 
as providing “accountability” at the 
airport, the result is to bury direct re¬ 
sponsibility beneath layers of ap¬ 
pointed (unelected) bureaucrats. 
The authority will hire a Chief Exec¬ 
utive Officer (CEO) and a Chief Fi¬ 



nancial Officer (CFO) to run day-to- 
day operations. 

The conflict of interest standards 
established by the legislation are a 
joke. Authority members, officers 
and employees of the airport and 
their families would be allowed to 
own up to 15 percent of a company 
that had airport contracts without 
that being considered a disqualifying 
“conflict.” Thken literally, that could 
mean four individual authority mem¬ 
bers who control 60 percent of a 
company (15 percent each) could 
still award that company a contract. 

With the exception of imposing 
taxes and assessments, the authori¬ 
ty will have all the powers of county 
government. This includes the pow¬ 
er to issue bonds and other forms of 
indebtedness and the dangerous 
and often abused power of eminent 
domain (condemnation of private 
property). 

While the actual wording of the 
bill was not available as this is writ¬ 
ten, the legislative analysis states, 
“the bill would not limit the zoning 


and planning powers of the local unit 
in which an airport was located (Le. 
Romulus) with respect to property 
that was not part of the airport.” 
Presumably that means the authori¬ 
ty could rezone property it acquires 
through purchase or condemnation. 

Wayne County Executive Ed Mc¬ 
Namara was adamantly opposed to 
creation of the authority until he 
struck a deal with Governor John 
Engler that would allow him to ap¬ 
point a majority of the members. He 
then became an ardent supporter. 

Ordinarily, the legislation would 
not have gone into effect until next 
year when he and Engler would both 
have left office. However, Engler 
pressured the legislature to give the 
bill “immediate effect” (which re¬ 
quires a super majority vote) that 
was achieved with solid Republican 
support and enough Democrats to 
reach the required number. Thus 
Engler and McNamara will appoint 
six of the seven original authority 
members. 

The Wayne County Commission 
(having been completely cut out of 
the patronage picture) has vowed to 
fight the creation of the authority in 
court. In this writer’s opinion, they 
have only themselves to blame. For 
years they have allowed unchecked 
nepotism and contract irregularities 
at the airport to continue. It’s a little 
late to be demanding control be giv¬ 
en back to them.

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Time to amend Proposal A before it destroys schools

To ignore what is happening to Metro Detroit 
districts (and many others) under the terms of 
Proposal A is foolhardy and irresponsible on the 
part of elected officials. 


To the editor 

“And, they lived happily ever af¬ 
ter!” makes a perfect ending for fairy 
tales, but there have been very few 
“happily ever afters” for Metro De¬ 
troit school districts since Proposal A 
was drafted. 

The authors of the school funding 
legislation, the legislators who passed 
the measure at the eleventh hour on 
Christmas Eve 1993, and the voters 
who approved it on the Ides of March 
1994, believed that Proposal A would 
be the definitive and final chapter on 
how to best fund public schools. Yet 
just as the U.S. and Michigan Consti¬ 
tutions have been amended several 
times, it is time to amend, tweak, re¬ 
vise or alter Proposal A. 

The concerns that have been 
voiced and the questions which have 
been raised by those who have dealt 
with Proposal A for the past eight 
years have gone unheard and unan¬ 
swered. Most elected state officials 
and their wanna-be-counterparts are 
reluctant to reach out and touch the 
Holy Grail of Michigan school fi¬ 
nance, especially in a pivotal election 
year. 

Determined to keep the legacy of 
the Engler years intact, the party-in¬ 


power in Lansing raves that Proposal 
A continues to be “an unparalleled 
success.” 

Press releases continually tout the 
tax relief that the legislation deliv¬ 
ered to property owners over the 
past eight years. When the lowest 
funded school districts reached the 
per-pupil funding level of $6,500 this 
year, a spokesperson for the governor 
declared, “It’s basically brought equi¬ 
ty across the board.” 

The fact that property taxes in 
Michigan in 1993 were ninth highest 
in the nation is what initially drove 
the Proposal legislation. Most likely 
property taxes would never have 
reached such a high level, if state gov¬ 
ernment had adequately and respon¬ 
sibly funded public schools when it 
controlled the education purse 
strings in the past. 

In the 1970s and 1980s, the state 
dramatically reduced its financial 
support of public schools. Whenever 
the state was faced with declining 
revenues and budget deficits, it sys¬ 
tematically shifted the costs for 
schools back to local taxpayers, dri¬ 
ving up the property taxes. As a re¬ 
sult, public school officials were made 
to wear the “black hats” because 


they had to ask local citizens for the 
millage increases to run the schools. 

Regarding the praise that is 
heaped on Proposal A for delivering 
funding equity, do parents and school 
officials in the Redford Union District 
believe there is “equity across the 
board” when their district receives 
less per-pupil than the charter 
schools in Wayne County receive? 

Is it fair that Livonia Public 
Schools, faced with declining enroll¬ 
ment, receives no funds for at-risk 
children when the district’s Reading 
Recovery program served as the 
state’s model? 

Where is the equity for Plymouth- 
Canton Community Schools, which 
must compete for quality employees, 
from bus drivers to administrators, in 
the same job market with nearby dis¬ 
tricts which receive about $1,000 
more in the per-pupil grant? 


Under Proposal A, property-poor 
districts (mostly out-state) were giv¬ 
en yearly funding increases of up to 
40% to close the equity gap, while 
nearly all Metro Detroit districts re¬ 
ceived yearly increases of only 1-3% 
since 1994. As Proposal A “lifted 
some boats,” it submerged many 
other districts in a sea of red ink. 

Two-thirds of the 83 districts in 
the tri-county area are facing deficits. 
Metro Detroit districts have 
swapped places with the “Kalkalsas” 
of yesterday (those districts that 
struggled with funding pre-Proposal 
A). Since the majority of Michigan’s 
children attend school in the more 
populated Metro Detroit area, it be¬ 
comes clear that Proposal A is failin g 
to provide for the educational needs 
of most of Michigan’s children. 

No one advocates impulsively 
throwing out Proposal A in its entire¬ 


ty and starting over in the fashion in 
which the legislation was created. We 
ought to be able to change the parts 
of Proposal A, which don’t work and 
don’t adequately meet the needs of 
the majority of Michigan’s children. 

For starters, state officials can 
close the loophole which allows some 
builders to avoid paying the full 
amount of the real estate transfer tax 
which goes into the school-aid fund. 
Here are some other suggestions: 

* Grant districts at least a mini¬ 
mal cost-of-living increase each year. 

* Provide additional funds to ac¬ 
company any new programs the 
state mandates. 

* Seek more federal funds to sup¬ 
port special education. 

* Return the responsibility for 
teacher retirement and Social Secu¬ 
rity costs back to the state. 

* Allow districts an option to raise 
up to four mills locally, so education 
will be tailored to the unique needs of 
each district’s students. Districts 
could use the funds to open new 
schools, maintain or create new pro¬ 
grams, etc. 

To ignore what is happening to 
Metro Detroit districts (and many 
others) under the terms of Proposal 


A is foolhardy and irresponsible on 
the part of elected officials. Like a 
pain reliever, the anticipated $200 
per-pupil increase for the 2002-03 
school year will help in the short 
term, but it will not halt the pervasive 
malady afflicting Metro Detroit 
schools.

My daughter feels like a criminal She is not y 
and she really needs to trust. 


To the editor: 

I am very upset with the West- 
land Police Department. 

I don’t understand what hap¬ 
pened to my 14-year-old daughter 
when the police took her into cus¬ 
tody during a raid of an apartment 
on March 8 at 10 a.m. 

She said that police allegedly 
threw her to the floor on her stom¬ 
ach and handcuffed her without 
reading her rights or explaining 
anything to her. [According to 
Westland police , officers hand¬ 
cuffed the juvenile while executing 
a search warrant for evidence in a 
statutory rape case . The handcuff¬ 
ing was in accordance with de¬ 
partment procedures designed to 


secure a location and protect offi¬ 
cers in a potentially dangerous sit¬ 
uation — Ed. ] 

During questioning, my daugh¬ 
ter was asked if she was a runaway, 
and she explained she was not a 
runway. As her mother, I never re¬ 
ported her as a runaway. 

She was taken to the Westland 
police station and, she said, placed 
into a holding cell for over an hour. 
I did not receive a call from the sta¬ 
tion for two hours and 20 minutes 
asking me to come and pick up my 
daughter. 

When I arrived to pick her up, I 
was not allowed to be present 
while she was being questioned by 
a detective. 

I feel that if I had been called 


first thing, the police would of 
known she was not a missing child, 
and if they had looked her up in 
the computer they would of known 
she was never been reported miss¬ 
ing. 

She was traumatized by their 
procedure and she is very with¬ 
drawn because of all of this, I be¬ 
lieve. 

According to my daughter, no 
one even explained to her why she 
was being put into a celL She said 
she was going crazy in there and 


wanted me, but was told that I was 
not home, yet I was up by 9:00 a.m. 
and had eaten my cereal. 

I am so upset by the bruises left 
on my daughter’s wrist from the 
handcuffs. 

Since I believe that rights were 
denied us, I feel my daughter and I 
deserve an apology to help us both 
get through this. 

I feel it would help my daughter 
get over the trauma, and if the 
sergeant in charge could embrace 
my daughter and let her know that 


she cares and that the police are 
there to help her and not to hurt 
her in any way, it would help her to 
heal. She is so upset and does not 
trust any officers. 

My daughter feels like a crimi¬ 
nal. She is not, and she really needs 
to trust. 

How could this be done to any¬ 
one? 

I had to take my daughter to 
Annapolis Hospital to make sure 
she was not too severely depressed. 
I love my daughter and don’t like 
seeing her this way. I was up until 
4:00 in the morning hugging her 
and just talking with her because 
she was so traumatized by this.

Romulus High’s biggest loss of 
the 2001-2002 basketball season 
may have come after the end of 
the regular season. 

Coach Guy DelGiudice will not 
be with the team next year. Ac¬ 
cording to school officials, the vet¬ 
eran of nine basketball campaigns 
at Romulus High who has 
coached the sport for more than 
two decades, was released as 
head coach. 

Jesse Meriweather, Romulus 
High’s longtime athletic director, 
confirmed on Tuesday that Del- 
Giudice’s contract will not be re¬ 


newed for the 2002-2003 season. 

Just back from a meeting of 
athletic directors in Traverse City, 
Meriweather said that he “really 
had no comment at this time.” 

“Since this is a personnel issue, 
I have no comment,” Meriweather 
said. 

Meriweather refused to discuss 
reasons for the surprise turn¬ 
around in Romulus’s basketball 
fortunes, and what prompted 
DelGiudice’s removal as the head 
coach. 

Contacted by telephone, Coach 
DelGiudice said that he was fired, 
and that he definitely believed 
there was no cause for his re¬ 
moval as head coach. He also said 


that he would refuse to resign. 

In a statement to the adminis¬ 
tration, Coach DelGiudice in¬ 
formed school officials of the fol¬ 
lowing: “I Gaetano DelGiudice, 
absolutely refuse to resign the po¬ 
sition of head basketball (coach) 
at Romulus High School. 

“I find it intolerable to resign a 
position in which I have been suc¬ 


cessful over the last nine years. 
My record at Romulus High 
speaks for itself, and I feel there is 
no cause to leave a position that I 
enjoy simply because a few indi¬ 
viduals call for my resignation. 

“In my time at Romulus, I have 
had eight favorable evaluations of 
my job performance, all of which 
have come from an esteemed bas¬ 


ketball mind in the community, 
athletic director Jesse Meriweath¬ 
er. 

“Therefore, I leave it up to you 
to decide the future of my posi¬ 
tion. I will not resign this position 
under any circumstances. Please 
notify me of my changes in my job 
description, so that I will be able 
to take further action.
